Tells of Tracing Husband to 
Apartment Where She Found 
Him With Woman in Kimono.

Mrs. Izard, as shown by the court 
record, testified that while she and 
her husband were living in Washing- 
ton she asked him to accompany her 
to the exclusive Chevy Chase Club. 
He told her that he could not, as he 
had to visit a sick friend who was in 
a hospital. Mrs. Izard became sus- 
picious, she said, and had detectives 
trail her husband. 

The detectives notified her that 
they had traced Izard to an apart- 
ment house, She joined the detectives 
there, They rang a doorbell and a 
woman wearing. a kimona opened the 
door. . 

Mrs. Izard and the detectives en- 
tered and foung Izard there. She con- 
fronted him and he admitted having 
“an affair” with the-woman in the 


kimona. 
Izard is a United Sta‘es Marine of- 


ficer now serving in -he Philippines. 
The wife’s mother is prominent in Wash- 
ington society. 

Mrs. Izdrd after the marriage in 1906 
went to the Philippines with her hus- 
band, but finding life distasteful there, 
she returned to the United States. 

Since she came to 8st. Louis Mrs. 
Izard has been quietly cntertained by 
socially exclusive families 

Mrs. Izard took Mrs. Harriet C. La

Judge Matt G. Reynolds, who was 
president of the Police Board when 
Healy’s confession was made, and who 
has since recommended clemency in the 
case to Gov. Hadley, expressed pleasure 
when told of the retiring Governor's 
action. 

He said he had been one of those in- 
strumental in getting Healy to confess, 
and that, while no promise of clemency 
was made to him, he believed Healy was 
entitled to some consideration. A mis- 
take was made, he said, when Healy 
was permitted to plead gullty, and while 
he had realized the difficulty in the way 
vf a pardon, he had asked the Governor 
to do what he,could. 

Ten days ago, Judge Reynolds said, 
he wrote to Hadley, reminding him of 
the case, and expressing the hope that 
Hadiey would do something before leav- 
ing office. The Governor replied that he 
had intended to take action in Healy’s 
behalf, but that Healy’s conduct, in vio- 
lating prison rules by bootlegging, had 
made such action more difficult. He 
asked for suggestions from Reynolds, 
and the latter, in return, renewed his 
request for a pardon. 

c. Orrick Bishop, who acted with 
Jeptha D. Howe as Healy’s counsel. 
said when told of Hadley’s action that 
he was pleased, but that an immediate 
release should have been granted, in- 
stead of requiring Healy to remain in 
prison until April. 

He said he had not consulted Gov. 
Hadley about the case,jn the last few 
months, and that, as he had once been 
“dragged into a controversy’ about the 
Healy matter, he did not wish to say 
much at this time. 

The efforts of Healy’s wife to have 
hin released from the penitentiary re- 
sulted in a bitter controversy between 
Gov.

David Dees Jr. in His Saloon at 
Festus, Kills George Barton 
of Crystal City. 





When George Barton, Town Marshal 
of Crystal City, slapped the 16-year-old 
brother of David Dees Jr., a young sa- 
loon keeper at Festus, Mo., 39 miles 
from St. Dees shot him twice, 
killing him instantly. 

Following the’ shooting, 
curred Saturday night in Dees’ 
David Dees Sr., a railroad conductor 
and father of the slayer, locked the 
doors of the place and prevented any of 
the witnesses, which included several 
prominent residents and officials of Fes- 
tus, from leaving until after a Coroner’s 
inquest, which lasted nearly all of Sun- 
day, had been concluded. 

Pending the arrival of the Coroner, 
the body of Barton lay on the floor of 
the saloon, where it fell when Dees 
fired the fatal shots. The witnesses sat 
about in silence and alternately ex- 
pressed regret over the tragedy and pro- 
tested at being held prisoners by the 
elder Dees. 

At the conclusion of the inquest, Dees 
Jr. was placed under a $5000 bond to an- 
swer a charge of first-degree murder. 
The Coroner's verdict was premeditated 
homicide. 

According to testimony given at the 
inquest, Barton, although armed with a 
revolver, did not have time to draw his 
weapon before Dees had shot him twice, 
ence in the abdomen and again through 
the heart. 

Barton went from Crystal City to 
Festus about 11 o’clock Saturday night 
and was drinking and smoking with a 
crowd of residents of the town. David 
Dees Jr., his father and hts younger 
brother, Rusself Dees, also were in the 
place. 

Barton and Russell Dees became in- 
volved in an argument and Barton, ac- 
vording to witnesses, Slapped the boy. 
The action so angered David Dees Jr., 
witnesses stated, that without saying 
a word he seized his revolver from be- 
hind the bar and, in the length of time 
that it took Barton to drop his hands 
to his side, fired two shots. Both bullets 
took effect and Barton sank to the floor 
dead. 

David Dees Sr. then ordered every 
witness to remain in the room until the 
arrival of the Coroner, who was sum- 
moned by telephone. He locked the 
doors leading from the place to prevent 
their flight. Several men who had oc- 
supied a back room ran out when they 
heard the shots, but no attempt was

DANGER OF PANIC 
~ READILY AVERTED 


Absident Was Only a Quar- 
‘ter of a Mile From a Light- 
house Where Keeper 


Sounded Warning—Vessel 
Out of Course.

PTPALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Jan. 13.—The 


-gteamer Uranium, which terminated her 
voyage from Rotterdam by piling upon 
a rock reef, 10 miles below Halifax, 
in a fog yesterday, remained fast to- 
day, with Capt. Eustace and crew 
aboard, but with the 880 passengers safe 
ashore at the immigration station here. 
Whether the vessel could be saved was 
problematical. Wrecking steamers 
planned to pull on her at high tide. 

The steamer is stuck bow on, with 17 
fathoms of water under her stern. The 
bow plates are ripped open and No. 1 
hold is water-filled. 

The vessel's position is only a few 
- hundred yards from the lighthouse at 
Chebucto Head, where the keeper de- 
clared he was blowing his fog horn when 
the vessel struck. It was on the same 
ledge and:-not. far from this spot that 
the steamer Atlantic of the White Star 
Line was lost in April, 1873, at the sac- 
rifice of 600 lives. 

Passengers’ Fears Quieted. 

The rescue of the Uranium’s passen- 
gers was accomplished by lifeboats from 
Chebucto Head and by transfer to the 
Government steamer Lady Laurier, 
which was prompt in reply to wireless 
signals. There was no panic, notwith- 
standing that among the passengers 
were many women and children. One 
hundred were in the cabin and the others 
were in steerage. Many were greatly 
slarmed, especially those in the steer- 
age, but the officers and sailors soon 
succeeded in restoring calm. 

Although surf boats had to be used 
in transferring the passengers to the 
rescue boats, the work was safely ac- 
complished and not a life was lost. All 
were landed here during the night. Six 
hundred of them, bound for New York, 
will probably leave ‘today by special 
train.

3000 ARE DRIVEN

Hundreds Thrown Out of Work 
in Cincinnati, Covington, 
Newport and Dayton. 





CINCINNATI, Jan. 13.—It was estimat- 
ed today that 3000 persons had been 
driven by the Ohio River flood fror 
their homes in Cincinnati, and Coving- 
ton, Newport and Dayton, across the 
river im Kentucky. Many factories have 


been flooded and hundreds of persons 


thrown out of. work. 

The river continued to rise 
but more slowly today. The Govern- 
ment forecaster predicted that the rise 
would continue today and tomorrow and 
that probably a maximum stage of 63 
feet would be reached. 

The authorities in the four cities are 
doing all in their power for the flood 
sufferers. In Cincinnati, Dr. Otto P. 
Geyer of the Department of Charities 
and Corrections opened soup houses. 
Mayor Hunt has issued a proclamation 
asking for funds to aid sufferers and 
will ask the Council to approve a $20,000 
special bond issue to be added to the 
fund. 

Hundreds of square miles in the bot- 
tom lands between Lawrenceburg, Ind., 
and Cave-in-Rock, IIl., 
three to 20 feet. Tugs and steamboats 
have been assisting flood sufferers. The 
cold has added to the suffering.

Home Rule for Cities.—"I be- 
lieve that the cities can be better 
governed by men of their own selec- 
tion, rather than to be governed by 
representatives selected by an aus 
thority from without the cities. 
* * * Home rule merely means that 
the cities may select for themselves 
their excise and police officers, just 
as they select their other officers, 
and just as all other cities in the 
State now have the right to do. 

“Extending the right to the cities 
to select these officials does not re- 
peal, amend or change, in any way, 
any of the criminal laws of the 
State, nor the authority of tne offi- 
cials whose duty it is now to prose- 
cute for the violation of such laws. 

“T believe in the doctrine of local 
self-government. The enactment of 
home rule legislation, however, is a 
subject for the Legislature alone [ 
shall not attempt to hamper tts leg- 
islation by advocating any specific 
kind of héme rule. I can only say 
that whatever reasonable lezislation 
meets with the approval of the Leg- 
islature upon the subject will meet 
with my approval.” 

Changes in Election Laws.— 
Primary !aw for the cities, giving 
voters all privileges accorded coun- 
try voters under the State primary 
law. This new law should have an 
emergency clause, making it applica- 
ble to spring elections. It siould 
comprehend presidential elections.

Create a Tax Commission.—

by the express companies and which 
was vetoed by the Governor. I would 
suggest toat this Legislature re- 
enact such a law, increasing the tax 
rate to be paid by the express com- 
panies to such an amount as it 
thinks reasonable, to the end. that 
the express companies may bear 
their just proportion of the surdens 
of taxation.

GIRL’S ESCORT SHOT 
AFTER RETURNING HOME 


Alton Man Asserts He Was 
“Mowing Weapon to Young 
“Woman's Brother at Time. 


The police of Alton are investigating 
the shooting of Reuben Austin, 21 years 
old, who is in St. Joseph’s Hospital with 
4» bullet wound in his chest. Austin was 
shot at his home, 1612 Piasa street, at 
3 a. m. Sunday, three hours after he 
had escorted Miss Lela Denton, 15 years 
old, to her home from a dance, Wil- 
liam Denton, brother of the young wom- 
an, was in Austin’s room at the time 
of the shooting, having accompanied 
Austin home from the dance to spend 
the night with him.

Denton, after the shooting, left Aus- 
tin’s room and notified Mrs. Anthony 
Meyers, Austin’s sister, of the injury. 
Austin was a waiter at the University 
Club, St. Louis, last summer.

Was 
Graves Was Entitled to Re- 
tain Only $5000 a Year. 


COUNTER - CLAIM DENIED 
Judge, in Decision, Points Out 


Method for City to Pursue 
in Such a Case. 





The suit of the City of St. Louis 
against Circuit Clerk Charles R. Graves 
to compel him to turn over to the city 
$8937.89 was decided Monday in favor of 
Graves by Judge Wurdeman of the 


Clayton Circuit Court. The counter 
claim of Graves to recover $1060.84 for 
interest on funds in his possession paid 
into the City Treasury, was denied. The 
costs were assessed against the city. 

The suit was filed several months ago 
by City Counselor Walther in behalf of 
St. Louls. The petition alleged that 
Graves, as Circuit Clerk, was entitled 
to retain only $5000 a year as his salary 
out of the fees collected by Ris office. 
{t was sought to recover from Graves 
$8937.89 collected by him in 1909 éver the 
$5000 the city admitted his right to re- 
tain. 

Graves’ Counter Claim. 

Graves denied that he was limited to 
$5000, and filed a counter claim demand- 
ing that the city return to him $1060.84 
paid by him into the City Treasury as 
interest on funds held by him. 

The case was sent to Judge Wurde- 
man.on a change of venue. The evi- 
dence was heard two months ago and 
the case was taken under advisement. 

In announcing his decision Judge 
Wurdeman said that before the city of 
St. Louis can recover any excess of 
fees collected it is necessary that a 
board of auditors be appointed to audit 
the accounts, decide upon the excess, 
and make an order for its payment to 
the city. Upon a refusal to pay, the 
amount specified by the board a suit 
could be brought on the officlal’s bond, 
the Judge declared. 

Can’t Recover Money. 

Because there was no proof tnat such 
a board had audited the accounts or 
ordered any payment of excess fees to 
the treasury, the city had no legal right 
to the money, Judge Wurdeman held. 

In denying the counter claim of 
Graves, Judge Wurdeman held that 
Graves cannot legally receive uny bene- 
fits from the funds in his possession, 
and that although the money had been 
paid to the city by a mistake in law, 
as Graves claimed, it cannot now be re- 
covered. 


BABY ACTS AS BURGLAR 
ALARM, CRIES TOO LATE 


Parents Awakened, but Not in 
Time to Save $14 and a 


Christmas Gift Watch. 

The §&-months-old baby of Mr. and 
Mrs. G. R. Laurence, 7262 Old Manches- 
ter road, acted as a burglar alarm when 
the Laurence home was invaded at 8 a. 
m. Monday, but did not awaken the pa- 
rents in time to prevent a robbery. 

Mrs. Laurence was awakened by the 
crying of the infant. She arose and 
struck a light and heard a man run- 
ning down the stairs and out through 
the back door. She called her husband, 
who was hindered in starting a pursuit 
by the absence of his trousers. The 
trousers were later found on the back 
porch, with $14 missing from the pockets. 

From the bedroom there had also been 
taken a $45 gold watch, which Laurence 
had given to his wife for a Christmas 
present, and a gold locket fob containing 
Mrs. Laurence’s picture. The baby had 
been awakened by the overturning of a 
chair that had stood against its crib.

The many trials and tribulations that 
beset little Miss Brown are born of the 
fact that, in her desperation because the 
hote? where she seeks to stop will not 
receive an ‘“‘unattached’’ young woman 
who arrives there at 11:30 p. nn, with- 
out money and with a seemingly sus- 
picious story of having been robbed of 
her purse at the railway station, she 
represents herself as a married woman 
soon to be joined by her husband; She 
is. very hungry and very tired, and 
afraid to go out again into the dark 
streets alone and penniless. 


Instantly a perfect deluge of farce 
complications overwhelms poor little 
Miss Brown. A certain Mr. Denn!son has 
wired the hotel that he is coming on 
from New York late that night to meet 
his wife, who is to arrive from Chi- 
cago on an earlier train. Little Miss 
Brown is mistaken for this Mrs. Denni- 
son and hurried to the apartment re- 
served for the Dennisons almost before 
she realizes what is happening to her. 
And then, in swift succession, come 
Mr. Dennison, Mr. Dennison’s wife, his 
vounger brother, his uncle and his 
aunt, Miss Brown's fiance, for whom 
she doesn’t really care; Miss Srown’s 
former sweetheart, for whom she cares 
very much—and between them all little 
Miss Brown, cooped up in Mr. Denni- 
son's room, has a perfectly terrible 
time. 


| It is such an embarrassing time, in- 
deed, that at one moment she is about 
to be lowered by means of a rope of 
sheets from the room -vhere she has 
so innocently scandalized Mr. Dennison, 
even though the room happens to be on 
the fifth floor, and there is never an 
instant when she isn’t in a peck of 
trouble.

Men Escaped From Restaurant 
and Later Held Up a Jewelry 
Store, Prisoner Says. 





Jacob Laury, 22 years old, who wags 
arrested Sunday night at a poolroom at 
2339 Olive street, confessed Monday to

Found in a Poolroom,

‘the Olive Street Poolroom. Laur: was 
‘the only one there when Joyee went 
‘there. He said when arrested that he 
! lived at 2239 Olive street, but told Capt 
|O’Brien later that he had been staying 
at the Silver House, on Broadway near 
Chestnut street. 

Laury says that on Dec. 31 he and 
the four others met in a poolroom on 
Broadway, between Pine and Chestnut 
streets, and it was suggested that they 
go out and get some money. At ll 
o'clock that night they stole an auto- 
mobile from in front of the King’s 
Theater on King’s highway and drove 
to Granite City and from there to East 
St. Louis. 

Dishes ‘Thrown at Them. 

They stopped in front of a restaurant 
on Collinsville avenue and while Laury 
and one other remained in the machine, 
the other three entered, ordered coffee, 
pointed a revolver at the head of the 
proprietor, whose name Laury thinks 
is Broaders, and ordered him to hold up 
his handg. Instead, he began throwing 
Cishes at them and they ran out and 
escaped in the machine, which they 
abandoned at Eighteenth street and 
Chouteau avenue. 

Last Thursday evening, 
he and the same four others stole a 
machine at Seventeenth and Locust 
streets and, drove to the jewelry store 
of Joseph P. Czajcinski at 1942 Cass ave- 
nue. Three of them jumped out and one 
threw a brick through a-show window, 
another seized a tray containing rings 
worth about $175, and iney escaned.

Union’s Legislative Committee 
Reports Labor Should Pro- 
tect Its Present Rights. 
INJUNCTIONS 


LIMIT ON 





Upholds Gompers’ Position, to 
Release St. Louisans in 
Dynamite Case. 





Opposition to the movement for a new 
city charter, and a demand for Con- 
gressional action to limit the issuance 
of labor injunctions, were expressed if 
the report of the Legislative Committee 
of the Central Trades and Labor Union, 
offered and adopted by the Union 
Sunday’s meeting. 

The report, which was addressed to 
the officers and delegates of the Cen- 
tral Trades and Labor \Wnion, was as 
follows: 

“It seems as though our egity fathers 
insist on spending the money of _the 
tax-payers, regardless of any other con- 
sideration. They will press the bill for 
a Board of Free Holders to frame an- 
other charter. It seems es though the 
Big Cinch is determined to arrange mat- 
ters in this city to compel you to pay 
tribute to them at their bidding. Our 
past experience with Free Holders, com- 
posed of 12 representatives of the Big 
Cinch and one (1) labor reprerentative, 
you all Know the result of the last char- 
ter frame-up and you can look out for 
a Similar job again. Our prevsent cnar- 
ter is conceded to be the best in the 
country, why throw it away for a char- 
ter drawn up by the Interests. Amend 
the one we have in a few instances, and 
we will have the best in the world. 
This present charter, the Big Cinch 
don’t like. Why? It contains certain 
provisions that does give you some 
show, and they don’t want anything like 
that. 


Butchers’ Closing Bill. 
A public hearing on the Butchers’ los- 


ing bill was held in the House of Dele- 
gates Friday, Jan. 10, with the result 
that it will not pass, it being unconsti- 
tutional. 

“The proposed new primary law for 
this city is a good law and ought to 
pass the Legislature. Your committee 
recommends the indorsement of this 
bill, as a bill that will prevent the steal- 
ing of nominations by any set of po- 
litical healers’ in the interest of the cor- 
porations. 

“On Friday’s issue of the afternoon 
papers there appeared an article stating 
that the Building Trades Council would 
favor Jep Howe's franchise, providing 
Jep would sign a contract with that 
body to build his obnoxious railroad, if 
he would sign a contract to employ 
union labor in the construction of his 
road. We wish to say that the labor 
movement of this city in the year 1906 
pledged the people of this city that the 
Free Bridge would be a free bridge in 
fact, and at this late day, when Mr. 
Howe is on his knees praying for a 
chance to steal the people’s bridge, we 
surely hope that all labor organizations 
repudiatae Jep’s proposition and remain 
loyal to the Central Trades and Labor 
Union in this fight to keep our promise 
to the people, that this bridge shall and 
must be free to all. Union labor does 
not propose to trade a $2,000,000 bridge 
for a few days’ or a few weeks’ work 
on a railroad conceived in sin and born 
in iniquity. We have them whipped up 
to this time and the bridge will be free 
if you but remain loyal to yourself, 
your union and your city.’’ 

Gompers Before Senate. ° 

This ended the local part of the report. 
The resolution condemning the alleged 
“railroading” of the defendants in the 
dynamite cases to prison was as fol- 





lows: 


“Inasmuch as President Samuel Gom- 
pers of the American Federation of La- 
bor, appeared before the United States 
Senate Judiciary Committee on Jan. 6. 
1913, in defense of the Clayton Bill, 
vegulating the issuance of injinctions: 

‘And as Brother Goimpers’ arguments 
in favor of said bill are the expression 
of organized labor in general: 

“And during said public hearing be- 
fore said Senate Judiciary Committee 
President Gompers very ably defended 
the cause of organized labor of the en- 
tire country in reference to the trial 
of the iron workers at Indianapolis and 
the verdict of the jury and sentences 
pronounced by Judge Anderson: 

“That within the last week import- 
ant documents concerning the pre-ar- 
rangements for the transport of the con- 
victed and sentenced officers and nem-

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THE HOPE OF AMERICA. 

“The hope of America,” said Woodrow Wilson 
at Chicago Saturday night, “is in the changing 
attitude of the men of this country toward the 
things which they have to handle in the future.” 

The changing attitude is the life principle of 
progress. In a republic the rules under which we 
live are made by agreement. The common mind 
of men formulates desires, opinions, judgments 
or conclusions, forces their formal expression in 
laws, and finally enforces the laws. The growth 
of the common mind must preceile and compel 
every advance. 

A republic can advance only as the agreement 
of its citizens approaches a higher equity, a larger 
measure of justice, a more enlightened and ex- 
tended consideration of the greatest good to the 
greatest number. 

Thus in the last analysis we finc that in the 
mind and character of the individual, in the in- 
dividual responsibility of the citizen, lies the hope 
and the only hope of the republic. It is good 
to hear this great basic democratic doctrine em- 
phasized by the President-to-be. 

In a few years we have witnessed the common 
mind of America work wonders. These culmi- 
nated in November in a verdict condemning tariff 
and trust wrongs which have become deep rooted 
in our industria] system—great grafts indeed, 
whose age had almost invested, if not armored, 
them with the respectability and dignity of “eco- 
nomics.” 

These problems the country approaches with a 
quickened conscience and a freshened intelligence, 
and with a larger measure of enlightened agree- 
ment than it has ever possessed upon great ques- 
tions. And the utterances of the President- 
elect encourage the hope and belief that the 
country has intrusted the great responsibility of 
executing the verdict of the common mind to a 
leader of wisdom, enlightened morals and the 
courage of performance.

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BOOK RATE AND PARCEL POST. 

If it be true, as the late Frederick M. Crunden 
said, that “only through books can civilization 
become cumulative,” these ‘‘most enduring mon- 
uments of man’s past achievements” should be 
transmitted through the mails at least as cheaply 
as butter, bricks, or any other article conducing 
t> man’s material welfare. 

Analysis of the rates shows that, for the longer 
distances, the present book rate, which is that 
of third-class matter, is in a few cases lower than 
if books were permitted to be sent by parcel 
post. A book weighing one pound mailed from 
New York to St. Louis by parcel post would cost 
9 cents. Mailed at present third-class rate, it 
costs 8 cerits for postage. A package of books 
weighing 11 pounds, the limit under parcel post, 
mailed from New York to St. Louis at parcel 
post rates, would cost 79 cents. The postage on 
the same package at third-class rates is $1.68. 

It is in the mailing of books for short distances 
that parcel post would be found to be beneficial. 
An 11-pound package of books sent by parcel 
post from St. Louis to Kirkwood would cost the 
sender 15 cents for postage. Sent at third-class 
rates, he would have to pay $1.68, precisely as 
if he had sent the package to Alaska at the same 
rates. 

It would seem that, wherever parcel post rates 
would enable books to be mailed cheaper than at 
third-class rates, books should be permitted to 
be sent by parcel post. There should be no postal 
discrimination against the distribution of liter- 
ature. the 
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Why should eigarette-smoking society women 
be tarred and feathered at the suggestion of 
preachers, when no one wishes to muzzle these 
preachers, who so frequently save the Monday 
morning newspapers from innocuous desuetude? 

TREATMENT OF YOUTHFUL OFFENDERS. 

Gov. Hadley’s statement that, in order to give 
first offenders a chance to redeem themselves 
under a parole, Missouri should have a Bozr< of 
Pardons, is a practical suggestion. With only 
a pardon attorney’s aid, the Governor has been 
able, in the past four years, to grant paroles to 
476 prisoners, as compared with 704 in Kansas, 
3000 in Illinois and 2700 in Indiana. He claims 
that the cases of many young men who might 
have been found ceserving of parole have had to 
be neglected. 

But there is one remark in the Governor’s state- 
ment which is well worth the attention of legis- 
lators and members of the judiciary, to the end 
that the condition may be remedied. He says 
that “the people of the State would be aston- 
ished and shocked to know of the trivial offenses 
for which men, and oftentimes young boys, are 
sentenced to long years of imprisonment in the 
penitentiary.” 

Judges who fail to temper justice with mercy, 
especially towards young offenders, do not enter 
into the spirit of their age and generation. Their 
work is not reformatory, but vengeful. In the 
cases of first offenders and the young, it may 
even be extremely m'‘schievous. It is the fruit- 
ful reason -for paroles, boards of pardon and the 
tendency towards wholesale clearing out of pris- 
ons, through the pardoning power, by state ex- 
ecutives. In this, as in other human affairs, pre- 
vention is infinitely better than cure. 
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Gov. Osborn says the G. O. P. is delirious. 
The symptoms indicated even more _ serious 
trouble. 
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HIGH FIRE INSURANCE COST. 
Surveys by underwriters of St. Louis and other 
cities have resulted in sweeping criticism on con- 
ditions tolerated by the ultimate consumer of fire 
insurance. The public has been made to under- 
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clearing houses in indemnity, that the policy- 
holders themselves fix the rates in the last anal-

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of proper safeguards against fire explain the 
high cost of protection. 

But a survey by policyholders of underwriting 
conditions would justify almost as severe a crit- 
icism on the fire insurance companies. In repeat- 
ed instances in New York City it has been shown 
to be possible to obtain as much as $10,000 worth 
o* insurance on $5 worth of odds and ends in 
a vacant flat. Agents made practically no exam- 
ination at all into the character and value of the 
}property on which insurance was sought. If 
such negligence is shown at the home offices 
of many of the companies, what must be shown 
at more remote points? 

Carelessness on the part of underwriters is a 
factor in high insurance cost as censurable as 
carelessness on the part of the property owner. 
Gov. Sulzer has properly named a Commissioner 
to do for tne fire companies what the Armstrong 
Ccmmission dic for the life companies.

_. THE HOPE OF AMERICA. 

“The hope of America,” said Woodrow Wilson 
at Chicago Saturday night, “is in the changing 
attitude of the men of this country toward the 
things which they have to handle in the future.” 

The changing attitude is the life principle of 
progress. In a republic the rules under which we 
live are made by agreement. The common mind 
of men formulates desires, opinions, judgments 
or conclusions, forces their formal expression in 
laws, and finally enforces the laws. The growth 
of the common mind must precele and — 
every advance. 

A republic can advance only as the agreement 
of its citizens approaches a higher equity, a larger 
measure of justice, a more enlightened and ex- 
tended consideration of the greatest good to the 
greatest number. 

Thus in the last analysis we find that in the 
mind and character of the individual, in the in- 
dividual responsibility of the citizen, lies the hope 
and the only hope of the republic. 
to hear this great basic democratic doctrine em- 
phasized by the President-to-be. 

In a few years we have witnessed the common 
mind of America work wonders. These culmi- 
nated in November in a verdict condemning tariff 
and trust wrongs which have become deep rooted 
in our industria] system—great grafts indeed, 
whose age had almost invested, if not armored, 
them with the respectability and dignity of “eco- 
nomics.” 

These problems the country approaches with a 
quickened conscience and a freshened intelligence, 
and with a larger measure of enlightened agree- 
ment than it has ever possessed upon great ques- 
tions. And the utterances of the President- 
elect encourage the hope and belief that the 
country has intrusted the great responsibility of 
executing the verdict of the common mind to a 
leader of wisdom, enlightened morals and the 
courage of performance.

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BOOK RATE AND PARCEL POST. 

If it be true, as the late Frederick M. Crunden 
said, that “only through books can civilization 
become cumulative,” these ‘‘most enduring mon-

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of proper safeguards against fire explain the 
high cost of protection. 

But a survey by policyholders of underwriting 
conditions would justify almost as severe a crit- 
icism on the fire insurance companies.

If 
such negligence is shown at the home offices 
of many of the companies, what must be shown 
at more remote points? 

Carelessness on the part of underwriters is a 
factor in high insurance cost as censurable as 
carelessness on the part of the property owner.

For the benefit of dog owners, the order of the 
Board of Health that all dogs running at large 
be muzzled for the next six months is based on 
Section 1544 of the City Ordinances. It is a nec- 
essary order, and must be obeyed and enforced. 
As for the masterless dogs, running at large, 
they should be promptly impounded and killed. 


ane police records, given in detail in Sunday’s 


ost-Dispatch, show that dogs bit 1047 persons in 
St. Louis in 1912, of whom 593 were children. 
There were 130 cases of hydrophobia, as a conse- 
quence, and five of the victims of this terrible 
disease died. 

This is convincing proof that unrestrained, un- 
muzzled dogs, in a city, are a plague to them- 
selves and to humanity. The experience of other 
countries shows that the simple rule of muzzling 
dogs puts an end to all danger and eradicates the 
disease. It prevents untold suffering and a tor- 
turing death.

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TREATMENT OF YOUTHFUL OFFENDERS. 
Gov. Hadley’s statement that, in order to give 
first offenders a chance to redeem themselves 
under a parole, Missouri should have a Bozxr7 of 
Pardons, is a practical suggestion. With only 
a pardon attorney’s aid, the Governor has been 
able, in the past four years, to grant paroles to 
476 prisoners, as compared with 704 in Kansas, 
2000 in Illinois and 2700 in Indiana. He claims 
that the cases of many young men who might 
have been found ceserving of parole have had to 
be neglected. 

But there is one remark in the Governor’s state- 
ment which is well worth the attention of legis- 
lators and members of the judiciary, to the end 
that the condition may be remedied.

Judges who fail to temper justice with mercy, 
especially towards young offenders, do not enter 
into the spirit of their age and generation. Their 
work is not reformatory, but vengeful. In the 
cases of first offenders and the young, it may 
even be extremely m'‘schievous. It is the fruit- 
ful reason-for paroles, boards of pardon and the 
tendency towards wholesale clearing out of pris- 
ons, through the pardoning power, by state ex- 
ecutives. In this, as in other human affairs, pre- 
vention is infinitely better than cure.

industry and develop the country; that labor 
would be idle without them and that it is very 
risky to interfere with their plans lest they turn 
upon us and in their wrath create a horrible panic. 
We must not disturb “big business.” Tariff barons 
are opposed to protection for labor. Is labro op- 
posed to protection for the tariff barons? Tariff 
barons would fight the adoption of any law to 
establish universal “closed shop” for the products 
of labor? Had labor the intelligence to solidly 
oppose “closed shon” for the products of labor? 
The tariff barons know full well what they want 
and how to get it. Does labor know what it 
wants?

F late years the catering in ail 
great royal establishments has 
been much more elaborate and 
costly than it used to be. 

In the last 10 or 12 years culinary 
science has made considerable progress 
and it was inevitable that its greatest 
achievement should be seen at the tables 
ip all great royal establishments. 
This does not mean, however, that 
monarchs are becoming greater gour- 
mands than they were. As a matter 
of fact two of the greatest monarchs 
in Europe, King George and the Czar, 
live very simply, but at the tables at 
the English and Russian courts are 
spread daily the most expenhsive prod- 
ucts of modern culinary art. 
Monsieur Cedard, the chief chef at 
Buckingham Palace, has a world-wide 
reputation and is admittedly one of the 
greatest living culinary artists. He has 
a salary of $12,500 a year, while his as- 
sistant, Oscar Ferry, is paid $4000 a 
year, and under them !s a staff of 10 
highly trained male cooks. 
Every night at Buckingham Palace. 
or at any of the royal residences where 
King George may be, His Majesty sits 
down to a dinnér that costs at the low- 
est estimate $10 a plate—and often a 
good deal more. 
Whitebait, roast ortalans, venison, as- 
paragus and caviare de Sterlet are fre- 
quent items in the English royal menus. 
EDARD has 12 different methods of 
preparing whitebait. One is said 
to have taken him six months of ex- 
perimental work before he arrived 
at the result he wished to achieve. It 
figures in the menu card as ““Whitebait 
a la Reine Marie’ and costs about 6 
cents a fork full to produce. 
Another costly dish is “Chapons de 
Houdans a la Edward VII.’’ This dish 
is a method of preparing capons invent- 
ed by the present chief chéf’s predeces- 
sor in office, M. Menager, who was pen- 
sioned on the accession of King George. 
It is famed among European royalties, 
by most of whom it has been tasted 
when visiting the English court. It 
costs about $2.40 a mouthful. 
King George, however, I think cares 
very little for the complicated, wonder- 
ful and delicious products of modern 
culinary art that appear on the royal 
table. His Majesty, as is well known, 
suffers a great deal from dyspepsia and 
is compelled to be extremely careful 
about his diet, but even were this not 
the case, the present King of England 
would live just as simply. 
King George's dinner usually consists 
of a little clear soup, a piece of grilled 
sole or halibut or mullet, a slice of 
roast game and an ice. Sometimes, 
however, His Majesty’s dinner is far 
more restricted. On days when he feels 
an atack of dyspepsia approaching his 
dinner often consists of a little soup, 
milk pudding and a@ roast apple and 
cream and an ice.

One of the most noted of the regular 
banquets at Buckingham Palace is the 
dinner given on Derby day. The Derby 
dinner was instituted by the late King, 
and the menu, which {s nearly always 
the same, was personally drawn up by 
King Edward. 

It is of course entirely a men’s enter- 
tainment given to a number of well- 
known men in the racing world. The 
menu is comparatively short, but con- 
tains some of the most wonderful, de- 
liclous and expensive dishes that can be 
produced by modern culinary science. 

A soup Tortue a !a Parisienne, a 
prepatation of white-bait, and Peches a 
la Réine Alexandra, are fixtures in the 
Derby day menu that cost a guinea a 
mouthful. 

The real wonder of the Derby dinner 
is, however, not 80 much the dishes as 
the wines. These are vintages which are 
served on no other occasion except dur- 
ing the visit of a crowned head to the 
English court. They are the rarest and 
best in the English royal cellars, some of 
them being a possession exclusive to the 
English Sovereign. The most valuable 
are a port 1812, and a Madeira 1816. 

HE Kaiser is perhaps the greatest 
gastronome among Huropean mon- 
archs today.

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But the Kaiser, though he can thor- 
oughly enjoy the products of the hish- 
est gastronomical art, often will content 
himself, especially after a long day 
sport, With a meal of the simplest kind. 
On such occasions he will dine in his 
apartments off stewed steak or cold 
roast beef washed down with Bavarian 
beer. 

I might meéntion that in all royal es- | 
tablishments I know of most of the 
dinner menus always contain from three 
to four cold roasts, such as cold lamb, 
cold beef and cold chicken, and the 
Czar and Queen Alexandra usually par- 
take of cold roast meat at dinner in 
preference to hot and other royalties 
frequently do the same thing. 

HE catering in the Czar’s househo'd 

is done on a more elaborate and 
costly scale than in any other European

One of the most expensive ever given 
in England probably was King George's 
coronation banquet, which I bélleve was 
estimated to have cost $1290 a plate— 
but the banquet civen at Seville to the 
King of Spain was far more extravagant 
and costly.

These figures, however, include the cost 
of the floral decorations, which of course 
run away with a good deal of money. 

There is no meal about which mon- 
arcns exhibit so great a variety of taste 
a8 breakfast. King George takes &@ more 
substantial brealifast than any other 
King. It consists of fish, game, some-

coufflee of pheasants’ eggs is a favorite 
at the Russian royal table, and costs 
about $7.50 a plate. Grouse a la Czarina 
is another favorite and extremely costly 
dish. 

There are sauces served at the Rus- 
sian royal table which I believe cost at 
the rate of $5 a portion. The Czar him- 
self is extremely partial to lamb cutlets, 
and these he has cooked in the simplest 
manner possible. His Imperial Majesty 
is also fond of cold roast of some sort 
and plenty of fruit washed down with 
Hock and Seltzer water. 

The Czar’s chief chef is the most 
highly paid in any royal establishment 
—he has a salary of $17,500 a year, and 
there are three assistant cooks with 
salaries varying from $6000 to $3500.

ALKING is one of the best 
forme of exercise. The ad- 
vantages of walking over 

, other forms of calisthenics 
are numerous and the health benefit 
to be derived from it is great. It is 
almost the only exercise that entails 
no expense, But that it should be of 
the utmost good and result in the 
greatest benefit to the welfare of 
the walker he must learn to walk 


It is to be remembered that in 
walking for exercise two main ob- 
jects are to be held in view. The first 
object is to provide movement to the 
entire muscular system of the body 
and the second to afford as great an 
exchange of fresh air as is possible 
into and out of the lungs. The in- 
creased activity on the part of the 
musculature of the body and most of 
the vital organs creates an increased 
demand for more oxygen and neces- 
sitates deeper respiratory movements. 
The shaking up of the Internal or- 
gans during the exercise of walking 
is a great aid in stirring them on to 
increased activity resulting in great 
benefit to health. 

To walk right one should stand up 
to his full height; throw his chest 
moderately forward and his shoul- 
ders backward, The man who walks 
with knees bent and shoulders droop- 
ing gets little benefit out of the 
exercise.

McCARTY LACKS PUNCH. 

ILLY NOLAN, manager of: Bat 

Nelson in the days of the Dura- 
ble Dane’s uplift. comes to the front 
with an illuminating comment on the 
merit of the new world’s champion, 
Luther McCarty, whose real fighting 
merit seems to excite widely varying 
comments. 

Nolan says, in effect: 

“McCarty, in his fight with Pal 
zer, shows he owns that most use- 
ful of all boxing assets—a good left 
hand. For a man of great size he 
uses good footwork. He is a trick- 
ster in the ring; he plans his at- 
tack and then does the work. 

“In appearance he shapes up well, 
being possibly too narrow across the 
shoulders, which may account for 
his lack of punch. 

‘In this branch of the game’ he 
is deficient. A punch is a natural 
asset. You may improve every de- 
partmenc of your boxing, but ff you 
don’t own the punch to start with, 
you can’t develop one. Instructors 
may teach a fighter how to hit 
more accurately or straignter; they 
cannot impart the power.

If 
Chance turns that trick, or even comes near 
to it, he certainly will be entitled to the 
monaker of ‘Peerless Leader.’’ 

Chase ig really the only inflelder on whom 
Chance can depend.

Under the new 
commander men like Ray Fisher, Jack 
Warhop, George McConnell and the annual 
crop of newcomers may do better.

Milan Flagged 
in 31 Attempts 
to Steal Base 


Under Proposed New System of 
Scoring Pilfers, Clyde Was 
a .739 Performer. 


Base runners, f{n the not far distant fu- 
ture, may be ranked on a percentage basis, 
just as the work of the batsmen, fielders 
and pitchers is now tabulated. It has been 
suggested that a record be kept of the num- 
ber of times a man is caught trying to 
steal, and the total of unsuccessful attempts 
be added to his stolen bases and then dli- 
vided into them. The result would, it is 
thought, give a correct line on a man’s base- 
running ability. 

Clyde Milan of the Nationals was boss of 
the American League's Raffles brigade last 
year, purloining 88 bases. The speedy 
Washington star, who was well up in the 
running for the Chalmers American League 
trophy, had an average of .571 steals per 
game, according to the proposed new way 
of reckoning, but that record hardly does 
him justice. 

J. Clyde actually was a base runner of 
the .739 class, since he was stopped by 
the backstops on only 31 occasions, when he 
started to steal. The Cleveland catchers, 
strange to say, flagged Milan the great- 
est number of times, nailing him in seven 
attempts to pilfer. A reasonable explana- 
tion for their success in throwing him out 
so frequently is that he was not a Dit 
backward about testing their wings. 

Milan was thrown out five times by the 
New York backstops, four times by the 
wind paddists of the Browns, Chicago, Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia teams and thrice by 
the maskmen of the Detroit club. The men 
who thwarted Milan in his attempts to 
steal last season are named below:
